With  four  minutes  left  and  with 
what  seemed  the  perfect  play,  Dave  JoUin  passed  to  Dick 
Albani,  who  ran  into  the  end  zone  for  the  winning  touch- 
down and  a  fitting  end  to  his  football  career  at  Bedford 
Hi'ih  School.
